IRISH CATTLE LOSING 
BONE ?

Mr. James Cameron writes :—From twenty 
to thirty years ago good scientific heads in 
Ireland began t warn graziers that the 
grand old pasturcs in such areas as Meath 
an! Westmeath were beginning to suffer 
from continuous grasing by crops of young 
or growing cattle which had te take all their 
livi..; out of the soil, there being neither 
top dressing nor extra feeding. The severest 
drain under such conditions was bound to 
be on phosphates for building up the bony 
skeletons of the animals. Granting that the 
naturally rich «»il had begun with good sup- 
plies of phosphates in its top layers it fol- 
lowed that the range to which the roots of 
the. grasses were fit to penetrate would 
gradually become poorer in the bone-building 
constituent. I don’t know whether the best 
old pastures in the Free State have had any 
recompences in top dressing or in cattle 
feeding since the time I have referred to. 
Some of my friends say that Irish store 
esttle in general have been ‘‘ losing bone ”’ 
in recent years. Bearing -vitnes: for myself, 
I have seen little or no difference. 

Js Bone Overdone. 

Lerge areas of Central Argentine are far 
from rich in phosphates. Those areas if 
Jeft to themselves would tend to grow leggy, 
fine-boned stock. Matters are kept right by 
the introduction of short-legged, strong 
boned male animals. In this country, and more 
or less the world over, the patron of strong 
1 ne is always up against the butcher. The 
lattes wants flesh and he is never in love 
with mere bone unless he sees profit else- 
where. To hear graziers argu> sometimes 
in favour of strong bone one would think 
that the skelton of the animal was every 
thing. One must be reasonable The bone 
must be in keeping with the size of the 
animal. If you are breeding for milk it ‘+s 
very difficult to get the thigh standard in 
gallons along with strong “frosty ” legs. 
It is much easier to produce 800 to 1,000 
or more gallons a year from feminine 
lookin> and generally refined cows then 
from the rought-framed s ort. Then 
on the male side there must be a type which 
corresponds ‘with the female in rceneral fine 
ness. But some may say: “‘ What about the 
Friesian cattle which were first taken into 


of the sense of touch and of the 
character of the hair. To judge whether a 
stiff or hard skin is due to nature or mainly 
due to environment and feeding, or lack of 
it, is a matter where experience comes into 
play. As. a broad general rule, a hide lack- 
ing in mellowness of touch ought to handicap 
an arimal in points, and, conversely, a 
hide which feels kindly under the fingers 
gains favour. Then the hair is a wonderful 
tell-tale. I never knew a supremely success- 
ful stock bull of any breed which did not 
have plenty of soft. haw on.his head,.on the 
ridge of the neck, and down the thighs, and 
[ cannot remember a first-class feeding 
animal that was deficient in under-coat. I 
have seen the outer coat, faultv, but if the 
under-coat was soft and abundant the animal 
was a kindly feeder. 

Plenty of rich milk has a great influence on 
the hair, and very specially on the under- 
coat. [ have often pointed this out ~ to 
students. Bean and pea-meal and bran are 
also good for hair production, and pure 
sulphur in moderate doses is very good—only 
it is well to refrain from the use of it in cold 
weather. 


LARGE YORK-ULSTER PIGS. 


» 


Experience having proved that large white 
Ulster pigs do not travel well, the Northern 
Ireland Ministry of Agriculture is now urging 
$1X-county farmers to adopt the first cross ot 
the large white Ulster and the York for the 
purpose ol developing the export pig trade. 
Large Ulsters are inclined to put on too 
much fat, and, in view of the dissatisfaction 
which has been expressed regnrding them. the 
Northern Ministry is now giving more pre- 
miums to large Yorks than hitherto. "The 
first cross from a‘large York boar and an 
Ulster sow is known to be verv thrifty and 
of a good type for pork production, and con- 
sequently is being advocated. 

In the six counties, the cross-Channel] trade 
is in live pigs. No abattoirs or bacon 
factories have been established as in the 
South, and fo that reason two weekly 
auctions of pigs are held in Belfast. These 
are attetided by home and _ cross-Channe: 
agents in search of pigs that will travel and 
kill well, At the Belfast and Londonderry 
bull and boar shows held recently there was a 
big drop in the entry of large White Ulsters. 
No provision was made for large white Yorks, 
but thére can be no doubt. in view of the de 
mands of buvers, that large Ulsters as a dis- 
tinct breed are declining i popular favour. 


MANURING OF HAY AND 
PASTURE LANDS.

The Department of Agriculture announce 
the publication, for free distmbution, of a 
new leaflet (Leaflet No. 37, ‘‘ Manuring of 
Hay and Pasture ’’) which should prove very 
helpful to farmers and stock raisers. It

; the fertility of the grass lands of the country, 


which tend to become impoverished through 
continuous cutting of hay and grazing without 


Let us consider the case of the United States. 
The documentation of the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture and its Bureau of Agricultural 
Economies is probably the most comprehen- 
sive national system of its kind. To make 
comparisons with it we must go to the Inter- 
national Institute of Agriculture in Rome, 
which is wider, but less intensive; or that 
of the League of Nations. One of this 
Bureau’s marketing specialists is reported in 
the Press to have admitted that American 
culture is hampered by the comparatively 
high cost of production and, relatively to it, 
“the low purchasing power of farm products 
ir terms of other commodities.”’ But he adds 


his view on a tour he pursued with a group 
of American farmers through Great Britain, 
Denmark, France, Germany and the Nether- 
lands. True, he finds the co-operative system 
in 
has envisaged elsewhere; but whilst eulogis- 


zeal of the Danes,’’ he accepts the useful 
truism that each country must “work out 
its own special svstem.’’ and he deduces from 
a careful comparison the conclusion that the

Associationism : Strengths and Weaknesses. 

ladeed, perhaps we in Ireland, be- 
cause of our narrower range, can see 
some of these points, too, their strengths 
as well as their weaknesses, helped to 
do so by a compilation. issued a 
few weeks ago by the United States Depart- 
ment of agriculture, in which we are in- 
formed that the States contain ‘‘many thon- 
sands of agricultural associations . . . of 
many kinds, formed for a hundred different pur- 
poses.” The eplendid initiative and the flex:- 
bility of mind behind these efforts at com- 
bination give them a potent educational value, 
and often, too, a practical business value. If 
we suspect that not all of these efforts 1s 
fruitful, we yet cannot afford to belittle them. 
Indeed, from amongst our own farmers’ union 
branches and co-operative societies there are 
certainly some units that point the same 
moral, and we often wonder whether Irish 
farming is not often bewildered by a multi- 
tude of counsellors. There is fortunately no 
rivalry between the I.A.0.8., the L.A.W.S.. 
the Farmers’ Union Executive. the Royal 
Dublin Society Agricultural Council, the 
County Committees of Agriculture, and the 
recently formed association, which apparently 
aims at acting as the mouthpiece of the latter 
bodies. But some of these institutions are 
definite business bodies, with clear-cut ob- 
jectives. Others aim at regulating or mitiat- 
ing policies, and we have a strong belief that 
Irish farmers are not easily to be led by 
abstract doctrines. We suspect some of the 
associations of U.S.A. are also divorced from 
concrete business, and that divided counsels 
weaken their force. But, however this may 
be, the Bulletin of the Department now before 
us (No. 40) shows that purely business co- 
operation in the United States is advancing 
by leaps and bounds, the turnover having in- 
creased from over one hundred million dollars 
in 1915 to about two hundred and fifty million 
in 1925; the membership of those farmers 
dealing in grain products having about trebled 
and those in dairy products haying more than 
trebled in the decade—520,000 members and 
460,000 members are the respective figures for 
the latter year. 


‘* Business Men’ and the Farmer. 


Notwithstanding these remarkable figures. 
however, it is recognised that the American 
farm problem is not yet solved (perhaps, no 
farm problem is ever finally solved), and so 
amongst many lines of inquiry pursued in the 
United States a “Business Men’s Com- 
mission ” has reported on the situation. The 
Commission has examined many lines of 
possible advanee, and its recommendations 
are in some respects relevant to Ireland. In 
recommending an adjustment of tariffs so as 
more nearly to equalise the tariff situation as 


‘between agriculture and manufacturing _in- 


dustry the “ Business Men” are taking a 
step in the opposite direction from that pro- 
posed by those Irish politicians who would 
‘* protect ” manufacture at the expense of tax- 
paying farmers. The proposal of a Federal! 
Farm Board to establish farm prices and pro- 
duction seems to be a move in the same direc- 
tion as the British Liberal agricultural policy 
formulated in “ The Farmer and His Market,” 
but to involve more State control than either 
Government in this country is likely to 
initiate; whilst a suggested strengthening of 
the rural banking system has béen to some 
extent anticipated by the Government of 
Saorstat Eireann. In advocating policies of 
‘land utilisation’ and a revision of railway 
rates on farm products the Commission are 
in line with opinion here and elsewhere. But, 
perhaps, their most important’ conclusions are 
those which are adverse to artificial means of 
restricting agricultural supplies in the home 
market hy raising ‘‘ domestic,’’ as against 
“world,” prices, and their view that » 
graduai diminution of trade and tariff restric 
tions is desirable in regard to “ manufactured 
articles which tend to reduce the foreign 
markets for American agricultura) products.” 


Some Common Conclusions. 


We think we can synthesise the general 
conclusions of these three sets of inquirers— 
the American farmers who travelled in quest 
of improved agricultural method. the Depart- 
ment of Acriculture in its report on co-opera- 
tion, the Business Men’s Commission. Salva- 
fíon scarcely lies through tariffs, but if it

Denniark promising better methods for

agricultural students of the United States 
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season. They require to be housed and hand- 
fed throughout their first winter to keep them 
in a thriving condition. If not expensively 
fed they must be stored over the second. 
winter with the additional cost of a secónd 
winter’s keep. As. a result oí agemg- ás

Viewed from this point of view there js a 
saving of, at least, £3 per head in rearing 
winter as compared with summer calves, or, 
alternately, the December or January calf is 
worth at least £3 more when dropped than 
the April or May calf of otherwise equal 
quality. What this would come to in practice 
may be calculated when you consider that 
almost 45 per ceut of our annual ** crop” -of 
calves are dropped in April and May (roughly 
400,000} 
Winter Calved Heifers. 


Again, the winter calved heifer is in quite 
forward condition to calve down when two 
years three months to two years and a half, 
as is the April and May heifer of equaliy 
good quality similarly treated when nine 
months older. This would work out at nearly 
a year’s saving in maintenance costs, and pro- 
duce a considerable economy in the renewal 
of the herd. Further, depreciation and 
mortality from diseases, such as hoose, pneu- 
monia, scours, etc., are much greater in the 
case of late calves than the early winter 
ones. Many estimate the difference as high 
as 20 per cent. 


Question of Feeding. 


One may object and say that earlier 
calving would mean a considerable increase 
in the amount of winter keep required. In 
this respect we should try and remember 
that, even under the present system, cows 
get a full allowance of hay and roots. Hence 
the additional food required would consist of 
concentrates. On a basis of present average 
yields the extra amount needed would be 
roughly 5 cwt. per cow, assuming that cows 
calve three months earlier. With present 
prices the cost of these would work out at 
50s. or the price of 80 gallons of new milk 
at 7}d. per gallon. The minimum increase in 
the annual yield to be obtained from early 
calving is 100 gallons. These figures show 
a minimum of 20 gallons’ profit to offset the 
cost of increased. labour. 


Helping the Pig Industry. 


Comparing the two systems with reference 
to the pig industry we find that under the 
present system there is a glut of separated 
milk in many districts during a few «i the 
summer months. The quantity is in excéss 
of the requirements. This surplus suppiy, if 
available in winter and spring, would help 
the pig industry considerably. The absence 
of separated milk from the pig rations at 
present is no small* drawback to the pig 
trade. ‘Phere is no substitute to equal 
separated milk or skim milk as a constituent 
of the pig’s ration. Where pig rearing is to 
be a business proposition winter and spring 
production is an necessity. The comparative 
value of separated milk varies from 2d. to 
over 3d. per gallon when compared with the 
present. prices paid for milk substitutes for 
pig feeding, some of which have to he used 
with great caution. In this alone the in- 
creased production of winter milk would be 
justified by results. With the deveiswuvent 
of the small pig trade for porkers winter 
and spring milk production will be even more 
necessary than in the case of the bacon pg. 

Summing up and taking a broad view of 
the whole problem I think the evidence is 
bevond question in favour of earlier calv'ng.

MOVEMENT IN ENGLAND. 


As in this country, the need for reform 
in the marketing of agricultural produce is 
now being recognised in England and Wales. 
Considerable importance attaches, therefore, 
to a Bill recently introduced by the Govern- 
ment in the House of Lords providing for 
the grading and marking of home-grown 
agricultural produce, The Bill seeks to secure 
that national grade standards for home-grown 
produce may be prescribed by regulation and 
to provide a national mark which may be 
used on graded produce, subject to certain 
conditions, or on packages of such produce. 

Already the agricultural industry has pre- 
pared a scheme to reform the marketing of 
eggs; the Bill will make this scheme effective. 
The National Farmers’ Union and the 
Ministry of Agriculture, in collaboration, 
ave also working out a similar scheme for 
fruit; it is known that a considerable 
number of producers are waiting to commence 
operations. 

With regard to eggs, im addition to giving 
the Minister power to ‘define weight and 
quality grades and grade designation marks, 
the Bill. as it now stands, will make it 
illegal after the 3lst day of December, . 1928, 
to sell or expose for sale any egg which has 
been subjected to any p®&cess of preservation 
unless the egg is marked in a manner to he 
prescribed. The Bill also provides for: the 
registration of any premises used by the way 
of trade for the cold-storage or chemical 
storage of eggs, and; if, and so long as, any 
Order in Council made under Section II of 
the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, is in force 
prohibiting the sale or the exposure for sale 
in the United Kingdom of any imported eggs 
unless they bear indication of origin, makes 


a good winter record. ‘In choosing the stock, 
take careful account of the size-of the egg, 
and use Hnly¥_those birds which are likely to 
produce youngsters that will on maturity give 


a good large egg. 
Brooding Arrangements. 


As to the influence of correct feeding an4d 
management of the young stock, the whole of 
the prospéctive profits from. winter eggs will 
be jeopardised if these matters are not care- 
fully looked tp. First, adequate brooding ar- 
rangements, natural or aitificial, must, be pre- 
vided from the time of hatching onwards, 
Overcrowding, and sudden variations of tem- 
perature, will eventually ruin the most pro- 
mising brood, . Cleanliness is another essential 
factor.“ Somé “potltry-keepetg Clean ont once 
a week, but far better results will he secured, 
both from a health and a general develop 
ment standpoint, if the clean-out is done 
daily. 

In the feeding, the same system should be 
practised from the start as will be followed 
throughout the.growing avd laying. period of 
the pullet. The grain and dry mash system 
is the best. and chickens reared on it are 
not exposed to the risk of digestive trouble 
and consequent loss of condition that may 
affect those reared on wet mash which has 
to be changed to a dry mash when the birds 
are fully grown.

brand of dry. chick food, mine the tiny 
chicks as much as they will eat at each mea! 
Exercise at this stage is. important, As, in. 
deed, it always is, and the fóod should be 
scattered amongst short chaff ór some other 
suitable material. On the eighth day, in ad- 
dition to: an allowance of the dry chick food, 
give a dry mash composed of fine sharps, 
Sussex ground oats, and bran, in equal 
weights, with the addition of about five per 
cent. of meat meal. 

After the first month, allow three meats 
daily, consisting of dry chick food and a ary 
mash, composed this time of three parts of 
bran, two uf sharps, two of Sussex ground 
oats, one of maize meal, one of alfalfa meal. 
and one of meat meal. As the birds increase 
in size and age, a coarser grade of dry ¢hick 
feed should ‘be given, and by the end of the 
sixteenth “week the corn part of the ration 
can consist solely of whole wheat and cracked 
maize. 

The first four months are the most tm 
portant in the life of the pullet. During this 
period the whole system of the bird: is being 
built up, and. unless suitable food is given, 
progress will be found -to be slow. . Through. 
out the period of rearing the birds. should he 
provided .withe fresh. clean water. or,. instead, 
and if obtainalile,séparated milk. Milk in 
almost any form is mest *heneficial and has 2 
wonderful effect on growth. 

Green foo@ and arit should also be given. 
Succulent green food is important from the 
first day onwards, and, without it, develup- 
ment will be slow. Fresh grass chopped up 
finely may be used. Cod liver oil is helpful 
in cases of leg weakness, a complaint fre- 
quently prevalent in early chick life, 
especially amongst chicks which are artifi- 
cially reared. A small quantity of the oil— 
about a déssertspoonful amongst ten or a 
dozen chicks—should be poured over the dry 
mash daily. : 

It is sound practice to separate the sexes 
when about twelve weeks old, and not to 
allow the birds to perch before that time. 
Those that fail to do well, or show symptoms 
rv any disease, should be removed from the 
hock.

Thes> had an average milk record of 688 
gallons with 257 Ibs. butter fat, as. com- 
pared with 88 cows, showing an average yield 
of 651 gallons -vith 251 Ibs. butter fat in 
1926.

EXPORT POTATO. 
TRADE. 
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WEXFORD'S ENTERPRISE. 


The development in the export of potatoes 
from County Wexford is a matter of: imme- 
diate concern, especially in areas suitable for 
potato culture situated in proximity to small 
ports. To date over 2,000 tons have been 
disposed of in cross-Channel markets this 
season at an average price of 65s. per ton at 
farm, which would seem to growers accus- 
tomed to local sales rather a low price,. but 
is regarded by potato producers as a good 
commercial proposition. In order to develop 
an export trace certain essentials are abso- 
lutely necessary, including mass production 
of the most marketable varieties, The 
variety, Up-to-Date, is amongst the most 
popular but on competitive markets has to 
vield somewhat to King Edward. The chief 
features of the Up-to-Dates is heavy cropper 
with a big proportion of large potatoes, and, 
being a white variety with little waste, adds 
immensely to its commercial value. From 
the grower’s point of view the seed should 
be selected from a vigorous, heavy-vieldinc 
crep, and with generous manuring and judi- 
cious spraying a satisfactory return is en- 
sured. Recently a promising new variety, 
Arran Consul, which is immune to black 
scab. has given very satisfactory results, and 
can be confidently recommended. 

In order to get profitable returns from 
potato growing adequate manuring demands 
attention, and for this purpose seaweed or 
‘‘ ware’ can be usefnily employed where sup- 
plies are available. While abundant crops of 
potatoes can he grown without farmvard 
manure or ‘* ware,” the addition of these 
butky manures are verv beneficial, especially 
on light soils and in drv seasons. The stan- 
dard mixture (4 ewt, super, 1 cwt. sulphate 
of. ammonia and 1 ewt. muriate of wotash) 
applied in varying quantities, according to 
circumstances has given universal satisfac- 
tion. With the use of bulky manares the 
above-mentioned mixture apwhed-at.w rate af 
cmt, per: statute. acre will “he “quite ‘suffi- 
cient, but a. more liberal dressing of arti 
fieials will he required where the crop: is 
grown without dung. The size of drill js a 
contentious matter. bit experience has proved 
that the 27inch drill is adequate for all varie 
ties. Alone the greater part of the southern 
seaboard of County Wexford ideal conditions 
prevail for the development of anoextensive 
shipping trade, and the past seasow has shown 
na. considerable expansion, particelarly in 
Lady’s Islend and Kilmore. In the Dun- 
cannon and’ Poulfur districts eanditions are 
equally favourable. and it only requires or- 
garisation for further development.

EGG-LAYING RESULTS. 


-“ 

AN AVERAGE OF 190 EGGS 

The report recently issued by the Irish 
Free State Department of Agriculture in 
regard to the fifteenth (1926-27) Egg-Laying 
Competition conducted by them at the 
Munster institute, Cork, shows that 
average yield per bird was 190.9 eggs, and 
that the average yields for the principal 
breeds competing were as follows :— 

White Wyandottes 
White Leghorns 
Rhode Island Reds 

The competition lasted for 11 months 
(16th October, 1926, to 16th September, 1927), 
and a total of 101 pens. were accepted, in- 
cluding 19 pens of ducks. 

The Silver Cup for the pen laying eggs of 
the highest market value was won bv the 
White Wyandotte pullets (Pen No. 25), owned 
by Mrs. Strong, Moate House, Kells, County 
Meath, which also won first prize in Section 
ll. : Despite the fact that one of the six 
pullets died in July, this pen made the 
excellent score of 1,429 eggs, only 85 of 
which were second-grade. :

organisation. Yet some British people 
are apt. to think that. the etiquette..and 
conventions of the Court are empty 
superfluities left over from more luxurious 
and less democratic tithes. It is ‘signi- 
ficant, however, that notable visitors, who 
arrive from lands where they have dis- 
pensed with kings. at once become 
admirers of the British system. They 
see how these same conventions spare the 
sovereign all the futile and time-wasting 
ordeals which are thrust upon presidents. 

By a remarkable coincidence it so 
happens that, in almost every country 
which boasts a president, there are loud 
outcries about the flaws in the system 
of government. In these instances it 
appears to be common ground to point to 
Britain as the shining example of the 
wise and right etiquette for the guidance 
and protection of the head of the State. 


GRIEVOUS STRAIN. 


In America it is being urged that the 
policy of the ever-open door of hospitality 
at Washington places an almost intoler- 
able strain upon the occupant of White 
House. It is a democratic tradition that 
the President is “one of the sights,’ and 
the free and enlightened electors must 
not be disappointed. They line up in 
queues with no other purpose than to 
await their turn to shake hands with 
President Coolidge. 

"Imagine every member of Parliament 
claiming a right to take processions of 
his constituents to Buckingham Palace to 
shake -hands with the King, and this 
ordeal filling hours every day! Yet this 
is what every Congress man in the 
United States demands. Consequently, 
King George is able to give more time to 
the conduct of affairs of State than is the 
American President, and this is what en- 
lightened Americans are saying. : 

The French also are at this moment 
paying compliments to King George and 
his way of transacting business. This is 
all the more remarkable when we reflect 
that, unlike White House, the French 
have the advantage of centuries of experi- 
ence. It seems, however, that ever since 
the days. of the revolution the Presidents 
have been expected to go through all 
State documents in detzi!, and to receive 
and read long screeds of all kinds trom 
organisations and citizens. 


PRESIDENT DOUMFERGUE 


Thus it has remained for President 
Doumergue to hint that this process im- 
poses a severe strain, while friends have 
had the courage to point out that they do 
this sort of thing much better in Great 
Britain. The British method is that 
Ministers or private secretaries read all 
important documents and letters, and 
then submit them, with a skilful summary 
attached, to His Majesty. It gives the 
King a clear idea of the contents, and 
enables him to deal expeditiously with 
business, so that there never can he 
serious arrears oí work. 

It is now highly probable that President 
Doumergue will inaugurate a similar 
system. A few extremists may he 
annoyed, but his friends declare that it is 
the only way. They say that now the 
President receives as many as one to {wo 
hundred documents daily, many of which 
are of great length and couched in the 
most involved legal terms. If he is to get 
through his mountain of work and have 
time for other State services, he must be 
spared in just such a manner as able 
advisers assist King George to get through 
an immense volume of business daily. 


ON STRIKE. 


A democratic president, accessible to 
the lowliest citizen at any time, is one of 
those ideas which sound very attractive 
on the spur of the moment in street- 
corner oratory ; but it completely. breaks 
down in practice. The Austrians are dis- 
covering this, and, although they must 
elect a new President this year, they are | 
finding it a difficult task to attract candi- 
dates. There are many able men leading 
the political parties who could worthily 
fill the office, but they are all on strike 
against nomination. They ecmplain that 
President Hainisch has had to spend much 
of his time shaking hands and receiving 
callers, who insisted on seeing their 
titular ruler and presenting him with 
petitions and other wordy documents. 

One Minister has said that “the King 
of England can get through more solid 
work in one day than a President of 
Austria could do in a week,” Another 
bitterly remarked that the presidential 
office only required a man who could use 
a rubber stamp tor his signature and 
wear a rubber glove for the interminable 
hand-shakings. Therefore, the countries 
which have been wont to boast of their 
democratic presidential systems are learn- 
ing that they have their serious flaws.

Shelley in Dublin. 


“Your correspondent, dealing with 
Shelley’s visit to blin,’’ writes a friend, 
“is in error in mentioning No. 17 Grafton 
street as the place where he first stayed. 
The first lodgings which he, his wife and 
sister-in-law occupied in Dublin were in 
7 Lower Sackville street. The house then 
possessed a balcony, from which the young 
enthusiast and his girl wife dropped 
copies of the famous pamphlet which its 
author hoped would redress the wrongs ol 
Ireland, and also bring about the realisa- 
tion of the principles which his friend, 
William Godwin, had enunciated twenty 
years earlier in his ‘Political Justice.’ 
Those little pamphlets which Shelley got 
printed in the first few days after his 
coming to Dublin in February, 1812, were 
priced at a fivepenny bit, and were mostly 
distributed gratuitously; but to-day they 
are prized as the most precious literary 
productions of the early nineteenth 
century. 

“The last copy to come under the 
hammer in the Anderson Art Galleries in 
New York sold for £260. Our National 
Library possesses two copies of the 
‘Address to the Trish People,” which are 
almost as clean as when they came from 


the press.”* 
Mr. Edgar Wallace. 


I see that Mr. Edgar Wallace’s new 
play, “ The Man who Changed his Name,” 
was receivec enthysiastically on its first 
production in London last week. There is 
« character in the plot whose enemies have 
a fashion of meeting with sudden deaths. 
His habit was to warn his victims, in the 
presence of witnesses, against some danger 
which eventually will prove fatal to them. 
This is characteristic Wallace. Until two 
months ago I never had read a Wallace 
thriller. Since then, it would be only a 
slight exaggeration to say, I have read no 
others. 

Mr. Wallace, who served as a private in 
the Army for six years, was a war corre- 
spondent in South Africa. He is an 
authority on the drania and on racing, and 
has made a profound study of criminology. 


The Mystery of Mystery Tales. 


The writing of successful mystery tales 
is a profitable occupation, but it also is a 
very difficult one. A first-rate thriller, 
if one analyses it carefully, must be the 
work of an exceptionally alert and in- 
genious mind. The Rev. Ronald Knox, 
who has written some good ones himself, 
has drawn up a list of ‘‘ props ” which 
should be used in great moderation, if at 
all, by the novelist. They include secret 
passages, marvellous scientific discoveries, 
and mysterious Chinamen. 

Fashions in ‘“sleuths’’ Lave altered. 
The older type of detective was a strong 
and silent man, garbed in a dressing- 
gowns, and addicted generally to ‘ violins 
or opium or something,’ as one of Mr.

Hereditary Genius. 


I am greatly interested by Mr. W. T. 
J. Gun’s book, ‘‘ Studies in Hereditary 
Ability ” (Allen and Unwin, 10s. 6d.net)— 
@ work which traces the continuance of 
genius in generation after generation of 
many families. Mr. Gun comes to Ire- 
land for many of his best examples, which 
is as it should be; for he springs from a 
family which has flourished in Kerry 
since the days of James I. 

On the other side of the family he is 
a collateral descendant of Ralph Allen, 
the Squire Allworthy of Fielding’s “ Tom 
Jones,’ and of Lord Whitworth, the only 
British ambassador to Napoleon I. The 
father of Lord Whitworth, Sir Charles 
Whitworth, published a peerage, so that 
genealogical tastes may be regarded as 
hereditary. 


A Remarkable Irish Family. 


Among Mr. Gun's examples of 
hereditary ability is the family descended 
from Charles Doyle, of Bramblestown, 
Co. Wicklow, “an obscure Irish squire” 
of the early eighteenth century.

The Dangers of Fire. 


The account of the fire at Killorglin, 
Co. Kerry, in which the damage is esti- 
mated at £17,000, gives one furiously to 
think. I see that the Fire Brigade from 
Cork arrived five and a half hours after 
the fire had started, and, in my opinion, 
tliis was very good going. I know some- 
thing of the difficult country between Cork 
and Killorglin, and an engine travelling 
at night must be a difficult thing to mani- 
pulate on those country roads. But what 
about Tralee, which is considerably nearer 
Killorglin than Cork? The soldiers came 
to help to put out the fire, but they had 
no fire engine with them, presumably 
because Tralee does not possess one. 

This seems to me to be a matter that 
should be taken up by some responsible 
body. Every urban district council should 
be compelled to have efficient machinery for 
coping with fire. If there had been 
an engine within reasonable distance of 
Killorglin water could have been pumped 
from the river, and valuable property 
would have been saved.

But while Miss May Hezlet had no equal 
on the links in her day, her lustfe, to 4 
certain extent, has been dimmed by Miss 
Adair, who is now, almost thirty years 
after she gained her first championship, 
playing first-class golf and about to throw 
down the gauntlet once more to all-comers 
in the Irish Ladies’ Championship at Cork 
on March 27. When she married Captain 
Cuthell, who was killed in France in the 
Great War, she retired from competitive 
golf, but at Castlerock in 1924 she made a 
welcome re-appearance, and fought her way 
into the semi-final round. Another of the 
‘‘ veterans,’’ Mrs. Cramsie (née Hezlet) 
also has entered for this championship, as 
has Miss Janet Jackson, who beat Miss 
May Hezlet’s record of five wins when she 
regained the title in 1925 at Lahinch. on 
which links she achieved her initial 
success. 


Is Dublin Metropolitan ? 


There is at the moment a tendency to 
depreciate the metropolitan character of 
the Dublin of to-day, and to make in- 
vidious comparisons with the city of 
nearly a century and a half ago. An 
ounce of testimony is worth a ton of pre- 
conceived ideas. The following story 1s 
vouched by the head of his department in 
one of our big Dublin business houses. 
He had a call from a Chicago business 
man in the same branch of commerce. In 
the evening they met by appointment in 
a certain city café After some time he 
observed another friend reading at an 
adjoining table, and asked him to join 
them.

CLOONAGH'S FIRST 
CAR. 


FROM TRI-CAR TO ’BUS. 


(By D. M. LARGE.) 


HE small town of Cloonagh had 
scarcely got over the wonder of free- 
whee] bicycles when motor cars began to 
be talked about. A great sensation had 
been caused some time before by the sight 
of Mr. Laurence O’Hara sailing down the 
hilly main street with stationary pedals, 
instead of sitting with feet cocked up on 
the little rests provided for that purpose. 
The immediate result of this demon- 
‘stration of the joy of frpe-wheeling 
was the gathering together in council of 
such youths as bicycles. After 
some deliberation the chains of these 
bicycles were removed, and the riders free- 
wheeled proudly down the street, until the 
machines stopped of their own accord, or, 
until, lacking the invaluable ‘‘ back pedal- 
ling ” brake, they ran into some obstacle 
half-way down, and had to be laboriously 
wheeled to the top of the bill again. 

Then, quite suddenly, Cloonagh heard 
that Mr. O’Hara, better known to his 
neighbours as “ Larry O'H.,' had gone 
away by trainsthat morning to the distant 
city, there to purchase one of the new- 
fangled and highly dangerous contrivances 
known as motor cars. The town was but 
faintly surprised at the news; for it was 
well known that, concerning machinery of 
any kind, Mr, O'Hara was a _ worthy 
disciple of the ancient Athenians, ‘‘ spend- 
ing his time in nothing else, but either to 
tell or to hear some new thing’’ ! 

In addition to this, he was altogether 
reckless of life and limb, and no other 
qualification, except patience, was so 
necessary to the aspiring motorist in those 
pioneer days long ago. 


A TIME OF SUSPENSE. 


The erratic nature of the new invention 
was evident from the very first. Larry 
O’H. did not reach home that night, as 
he had hoped, but was unavoidably delayed 
en route until the following evening. 
During this time of suspense his long- 
suffering wife worked herself into a state 
described by the charwoman as “ dyin’ off 
like a cock wid the dint of dhread, when 
she wasn’t cryin’ down salt tears like the 
ocean, till you'd have to pity her.” 

Telegrams were delivered now and then 
from the gallant traveller, and these helped 
to ease the situation a little, until, with 
the passing hours, suspense awoke again. 
The telegraph boy broadcast the reassuring 
messages as he went up and down the long 
street—‘‘ He's at Dreenagh now,” or “ He 
met wid a bust,’’ as the case might be. 
Then, more than twenty-four hours behind 
scheduled time, a runaway horse, attached 
to an empty dray from which the driver 
had vanished, bolted wide-eyed down the 
street, and . 'ose behind this herald of all 
early motor cars came Larry O'H., grimy 
and haggard, but loud in his praises of 
the wonderful contrivance that literally 
went through the town ‘like a shout.” 
The former occupant of the dray, limping 
into Cloonagh some time later, gave a less 
appreciative, if more dramatic, account 
of his personal experiences as the first 
driver of those parts to be passed by a 
motor car and to live to tell the tale 


THE PASSENGER’S ORDFAL. 


Cloonagh’s first car was not really a 
car at all, but an unsafe-looking vehicle, 
known as a tri-car, with a seat for the 
trustful passenger right in front of the 
driver. To this totally unprotected posi- 
tion various people were tempted by the 
novelty of the thing, only to sit with 
tightly closed eyes at the approach of any 
other vehicle, from an ass’s cart to the 
castle carriage, with its high-stepping pair 
of horses. The effect of the tri-car wpon 
horses and asses alike was deplorable, and 
the curses hurled by distracted Jehus 
upon the bead of Larry O’H. might easily 
have daunted a less adventurous spirit. 

They certainly daunted the already 
terror-stricken passenger, whose eyes held 
visions of red-dilated nostrils and of flash- 
ing hooves that threatened instant 
annihilation. One driver got some of his 
own hack by burying the new contraption 
and its riders deep under his overturned 
load of hay. Another was considered to 
have wiped off all old scores when the tri- 
car collided heavily with his load of 
timber in the gathering dusk, sending the 
buffer passenger to the haven of a hospital 
ward, and sending the uninjured Larry 
O’H. in search of a new car of a more 
substantial type. 


PRATTL'NG OF MAGNETOS. 


The tri-car’s successor was four-wheeled 
and of a sturdier build, and Mr. O’Hara’s 
invitations for a “run” were accepted 
eagerly. His yard became the meeting- 
place of confirmed optimists, who waited 
there hour after hour while their host 
tried in vain to persuade the engine to 
function. As he wrestled, he conjured up 
visions of the future—of a world in which 
motors flashed here and there and were as 
common as donkey carts. His would-be 
passengers listened and disbelieved, and 
tried not to hear the comments of the smal] 
boys gathered in the gateway, until at 
last hope was abandoned and motor veils 
removed, and the disappointed ones 
returned to their sceptical families. 

There are cars of every shape and size 
and hue in Cloonagh now, and a blue ’bus 
rumbles down the hill, and almost jostles 
the slim, grey lorry outside the United 
Stores. Even the youngest and giddiest 
horse treats the familiar monsters with 
contempt, and every urchin in the town 
prattles of magnetos and four-wheel brakes. 
Now and then, however, there is a back- 
ward glance to the days when the peace of 
the wide, drowsy street was first shattered 
by the sound of a motor engme, and some- 
one smiles and says: “ Will you ever 
forget Larry O’H. and his ould Bianconi 
of a car?”

O'CONNELL AND GOLDSMITH 
RELICS. 


he many objects of national interest 
in thet blin det some Daniel O'Connell! 
relics are to be found. A prayer book, given 
by him to “ Ean amas one: he 

st its itions a special pra 

“The Liberator” himself. The book has a 
curious history. The fly-leaf carries the 
following inscription :—*‘ From Daniel O’Con- 
nell to his fellow-labourer and fellow-captive 
for Ireland, his beloved friend, Thomas 
Steele, 26th of July, 1844.” The name of 
Patrick Downey is also written at the begin- 
ning of the book, Downey was a waiter et 
the Kildare Street*Club, into whose possession 
the book came. Some years later Downey 
was ill, and was attended by Surgeon P. J. 
Hayes, of Dublin. The surgeon, refusing to 
take a fee for his medical services, was given 
the prayer book by Downey, and it was 
passed on to Mrs. McGrath. of Ailesbury 
road. Dublin, a daughter of Surgeon Hayes. 
This lady sold the prayer book to the Museum 
aéthorities. The cover is beautifully tooled 
in gold, and bears O'Connell's arms. The 
book is described as “ A Complete Manuel 
of Catholic Piety, compiled by the Rev. 
William Gahan, 0.8.A.” It was published 
in 1844 by James Duffy, 25 Anglesea street,

THE ‘ REPEAL CAP.” 

Another O’Connell relic, in the same case, 
is the “ Repeal Cap,” manufactured by on 
admirer of “ The Liberator,’ and pet 
to him. It is of green velvet, embroidered 
with gold shamrocks, and shaped to have the 
effect of a crown. This imposing headgear 
is kept shut up in a neat little box, w ich 
might have been made to fit it, but which 
began life, as a matter of fact, as a concer- 
tina case. : 

Both these mementos lie in 
proximity to a black and gold cloak, the 
property of a man who during his connection 
with this country awakened a fierce hatred in 
the Irish race—John Fitzgibbon, Earl of 
Clare. The iron gates at Ely place are a 
testimony to his tnpopularity; they were 
erected as a very necessary protection for 
him against the fury of the populace. Even 
his funeral cortige was the object of agpavage 
attack by the mob. 

The ‘Repeal Cap” given to the 
Museum by a great grand-daughter of O’Con- 
nell. whose father received it from his uncle, 
Morgan O'Connell, ‘‘ The Liberator’s”’ son. 

In this section are to be seen several 
ancient uniforms of a very decorative type. 
A coat of the shade known at the moment to 
fashion experts as ‘‘ midnight blue’’ was the 
property of John Hogan, the sculptor, and 
was worn by him as a member of the Italian 
coterie, known as the Virtuosi of the 
Pantheon. A uniform and cap of the ‘* Eighty 
Two Club,” which was worn by Thomas 
Davis, is of green cloth, heavily bedizened 
with gold braid, and with shamrock embroidery 
on black velvet on the cuffs and collar. This 
costume was presented to the Museum by 
Miss Davis. 

NOTEWORTHY FURNITURE. 

The antique furniture rooms contain in- 
numerable obiects whose exquisite workman- 
ship is enough of an attraction if they never 
had any historic associations. A beautiful 
seventeenth-century oak chair is to be seen 
there which is said to have been the property 
of the celebrated bard and harper, O’Carolan, 
when he lived at Alderford. There is also a 
chair of Goldsmith’s which was given to the 
Museum by his brother from the parsonage of 
the village of Lishoy—the ‘‘Sween Auburn ”’ 
of the poem. <A magnificent bedstead, show- 
ing a great deal of fine carving, was made 
early in the eighteenth century for 
Bartholomew Moss, the founder of the 
Rotunda Hospital, where the bill for the 
making of this bedstead is still preserved. 

lt is a noteworthy fact that during the 
thirty-seven years in which Mr, Buckley has 
been in charge of the Museum only one theft 
has been successfully accomplished. Con- 
sidering the multitude of small and precious 
objects that abound in the place, and the 
number of light-fingered people there are in 
the world ready to seize every opportunity of 
pilfering, it is a fine testimony to the watch- 
ful care of the guardians of the Museum. The 
thief, it is satisfactory to record, must have 
had a sad disappointment. He managed to 
wrench from where it hung on the wall of the 
room which then housed the musical instru- 
ments what he believed to be a mezzotint of 
Handel, worth fifty or sixty pounds, and got 
away with it safely. It must have been a 
grievous annoyance to him when he found 
that he had got, instead of the mezzotint. a 
mere photograph of it—a very perieet photo- 
graph certainly, but worth in solid cash onty 
8 couple of shillings. The real mezzotint was 
im’ a place from which he could not have 
abstracted it quite so easily.

‘BUS TRAFFIC AROUND 
DUBLIN. 


BLACKROCK AND DALKEY 
COMPLAIN. 


Both the Dalkey and Blackrock Town- 
ships are in full sympathy with the Kings- 
town Urban Council's attitude regarding the 
‘bus traffic in its area. They complain not 
only of the excessive wear and tear to their 
road surfaces without any prospect of com- 
pensation, but also that the speed, and what 
Is regarded as the disproportionate numbers 
of ‘buses, constitute a danger to pedestrian 
traffic 

THE CASE OF DALKEY. 

In Dalkey the Council complain that their 
wishes in regard to the routes run by "buses 
have been disregarded. : 

Mr. Treston, Town Clerk, stated that al- 
ternative routes for entering the centre of 
the town had been submitted, but had not 
been accepted by the Commissioner of the 
Civic Guards. The Council's suggestion was 
that the "buses should enter Dalkey ma the 
Ulverten road and stop there, returning to 
Dublin without proceeding to the tramway 
terminus, and that the "buses should make 
the return journey ria the Barnhill road and 
Castle Park road and thence into Ulverton 
road. It is considered that the route into 
Dalkey by Bullock Harbour road is dan- 
gerous. There are at present ten or twelve 
separate systems of passenger conveyances 
running into Dalkey, with a consequent 
heavy wear of the road surfaces. This 
considered to be in excess of the public need. 

BLACKROCK’S FEAR. 

In. Blackrock. through which "buses 
travelling not only to and from Dalkey. but 
also to and from Bray, run with great fre- 
quency, the strain on the roadways is very 
apparent. Near Blackrock College the road 
surface is badly worn. 

rhe cost of heavy repairs to the roads will 
have to be estimated for sooner or later by 
the different Councils, and it is felt that 
Government assistance must be fortioming 
if the ratepayers are not to be mulcted |v a 
serious increase in local rates.

Mr. McKenna, Chairman of the Blackrock 
Council, said that he took a very serious 
view of the financial position, so far as the 
ratepayers’ interests were concerned.

INCIDENT OF 60 YEARS AGQ 

RECALLED. 

The funeral took place yesterday in 
Enniskillen of Mr. Hugh Wallace, who died 
at the age of 86 years A very large number 
of people followed the remains to the New 
Cemetery. 

Over sixty years ago, when the Rev. 
William Connor Magee, afterwards Arch- 
bishop of York, was Rector of Enniskillen, 
the Government approached him and asked 
him to see that no Orange flags were flown 
from the church tower on the 12th July. 
The Rector gave his promise, and took steps 
to see it carried out by locking the church 
doors on the evening of the llth July.

College, Galway, to take up the reins in 
Tyrone House that the merits of this modes' 
official were discovered. In a short time he 
became the Resident Commissioner's private 
secretary. There came stormy davs in the 
headquarters of National Education, 
to many members of the Board their colleague 
in charge of the administration appeared to 
be Athanasms contra mundum. Suspensior's 
in the world below and resignations in the 
world above became the order of the day. 
Inevitable friction arose, but Mr. Lemass, 
who became Secretary to the Department 10) 
stead of private secretary to the Residen 
Commissioner, never forfeited for a momen 
the regard and esteem of any officer or any 
Commissioner His absolute unselffishness 
disarmed them. 

Even after the famous Belfast address to 
the British Association, when mw of the 
Irish school managers showed strong resenk 
ment towards the Resident Commissioner, 
these same managers came and went throug! 
the doors of Mr. Lemass s office without a 
word of anything but recognition of the 
eminently reasonable treatment he had 
received. His efficiency conquered their good: 
will. and he retained throughout the entire 
confidence of the administrative chief who 
had been the first to recognise his worth.

VOTE ON ACCOUNT. 
FIANNA FAIL’S SLOGAN. 


The debate on the amendment, moved by 
Mr. de Valera, that the vote on account for 
the financial year commencing on ist April, 
1928, amounting to £7,898,061, be reduced 
by £1.000,000, was resumed by Mr. HUGO 
FLINN, the Fianna Fail member for Cork. 

He said that the expenditure was extrava- 
gant and above the capacity of the State 
continuously to bear. He found that the 
salaries in the Department of Industry and 
Commerce amounted to £215,500. aving 
regard to the results derived that seemed tv 
he an outrageous sum. He believed that 
other departments were not less extravagantly 
run, 

The Department of Industry and Commerce 
nad a lot of things allotted to it which might 
just as well be put somewhere else. There 
was, for instance, the statistical branch, 
which was doing excellent work and was 
under a very competent man. They had 4 
very remarkable publicanou—a credit to the 
department and to the man responsible 
for it—the Report on Agricultural Statistics, 
but the Minister for Lands and Agriculture 
might very well take merge for costs 
of that kind. He would like to see a better 
segregation of charges which were laid down, 
so that they might know what revenue ex- 
pended by the State was nightly attributable 
to the development of manufacturi in- 
dustries and to the development of agriculture, 

TILT AT LABOUR, 

He charged the members. of the Labour 
Party with turning their backs. on national 
labour, and in so doing with turning their 
backs on any human prospect of ever being 
responsible for finding the money to run the 
State. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork)—Since 
when has Deputy Flinn become a Labour 
apostle! 

Mr. MORRISSEY (Labour, Tipperary)— 
Either a national or Labour? 

Mr. FLINN—When Deputy Anthony goes 
back to his own constituents and tells them 
that he performed the duty they sent him to 
do when he came here to sneer at the Cork 
accent, I will answer him. seo gee ó 

Mr. D. GOREY (Government, rlow- 
Kilkenny)—He has not a Liverpool accent. 

Mr. FLINN—I think the Labour Jeaders 
should take the seats to which they are 
serving their apprenticeship, and wher they 
do we will clearly understand why they see 
no necessity for a reduction in expenditure. 

Mr. MORRISSEY—Did the depaty serve 
his cf AA THEN S to take his seat with the 
party he is now serving with” 

Mr. FLINN—That does seem irrelevant. 

Mr. DAVIN—It is very awkward. 

Mr. FLINN said that sands were shifting, 
and they knew that the Government front 
bench was shifting, and shifting soon.

JEFENCE OF GUARDS. 

_ Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, said that the debate was characterised 
by another attack in the vituperative cam- 
paign which the Fianna Fail Party was 
steadily and consistently carrying on in that 
House against the Civie Guards. He did not 
know what the object was in attacking that 
well-ordered, resp ined, tolerant force, unless 
it was hoped to shake the morale and under- 
mine the discipline of the force. He knew 
that force, and could tell the members of 
Fianna Fail that they would, not succeed. 

Deputy Lemass had informed the House 
that he had received numerous complaints 
about the Civic Guards. The other day 
several Fianna Fail deputies stated that when 
information was sought as to the whereabouts 
of Guards who were defendants in a recent 
Waterford action it was refused at the Dépót. 
The facts were that on the 15th February 
the solicitors for the plaintiffs wrote asking 
for the information to the Dépét, and on the 
17th of the same month they got the informa- 
tion. That would show the trustworthiness 
of the sources upon which Deputy Lemass and 
others depended. 

The attacks on the Civic Gr-rds had not 
the sympathy of a single law-abiding citizen 
and when two Labour deputies in the debate 
on the previous day expressed their high 
appreciation of the work of the Guards. he 
believed that they were voicing the belief 
of every respectable citizen in the countrv 
(Hear, hear.) oa 

á FEWER POLICE. 

Che number of Guards was 7,210, and of 
those 1,200 were in the metropolitan area. 
The figures for the metropolitan area were 
the same as they were in 1913. Everybody 
i duties of the police had 
enormously increased of late years, but this 
year they were estimating for 1,860 fewer 
police for the State than in 1913, which was 
the low-water mark of numbers of the R.L.C. 
If they left ort the Cities cf Dublin, Cork, 
and Limerick, they would fin” there had 
been a reduction in the number of police 
in the country by 25 per cent. 

ere were now 836 barracks in the Free 
State, leaving out. the three cities he had 
mentioned, as one 1,100 H.1.C. stations 
it 1915. The police had to perform a great 
many duties in addition to their police duties. 
They had, for instance, to collect the census 
figures, and the agricultural statistics, and 
act is inspectors under the Eges Act, the 
Weights and Measures Act, the Food and 
Drugs Act, and other Acts. Mr. Lemass 
had asked what the duties of ‘the police 
were, and his answer was—" To prevent 
crime as far as p°ssible, to detect criminals, 
to enforce the law, and to see that every 
erson inside the State obeyed the law,” 
hat was the duty they were performing 
to the satisfaction of every law-abiding 
citizen. 

There could be no better expenditure of 
money than in getting the best brains in 
the country to do the country’s work. It 
was absolutely absurd to say they should 
reduce civil servants’ salaries. If they did, 
the result would be that they would drive 
efficient men out of the service and get in 
the inefficient men. 


NOT A POLITICAL FORCE. 

Mr..8. HOLT (F.F., Sligo-Leitrim) asked 
the Minister if he was aware that the Civic 
Guard are being used as a political force.

It was a dangerous thing for Mr. Lemass 
to talk, as he had talked, about the Civic 
Guard. There was too much of that kind of 
demoralisation being preached. 


TWO DEMANDS. 

Professor J. M. O’SULLIVAN, Minister 
for Education, said that Deputies on the 
Fianna Fail benches had argued that the 
taxable vapacity of the Free State was 
£12,000,000, and yet the people had to pay 
twice that amount to maintain the machinery 
of government. If the Deputies were really 
serious, instead of moving the amendment 
for a reduction of one or three millions why 
did they not propose a reduction of thirteen 
millions ? 

It was very easy for Deputies to take the 
popular side, and since Fianna Fail Deputies 
came in they had been demanding less expen- 
diture in one breath, and in the next a de- 
mand for increased expenditure. They had 
those Deputies going into the lobby last week 
to vote for the full restoration of the old age 
pensions. 

Comparisons between present day expen- 
diture and moneys estimated to have been 
spent on the country in pre-war days and 
before the Truce were useless unless they 
were accompanied by a full examination. 
They led nowhere, He reminded Deputies 
that when this country became free certain 
added services and responsibilties had to be 
undertaken. 

The Government had been accused of 
endeavouring to run the Free State upon a 

rand Imperial scale. One or two instances 
fad been given, and there had been reference 
to the Board of Works and the Land Com- 
mission. And yet at question time evéry 
day they had complaints that the depart- 
ments were not moving fast enough. 

Was it suggested that the Government 
offices should b closed, or that the offices 
were not value for the money? He thought 
that Civil Servants were a hard-working 
body, dnd earned their salaries. If they 
brought the same amount of ability, capacity, 
earnestness, and hard work to any other 
profession or businéss they would earn 4 
— deal more than they were paid as Civil 


rants. 
NATIONALISM. 

The members of the Government had done 
a great deal more for nationalism than the 

ople who were criticising them. The 

position’s obsession for imperialism re- 
minded him of a person inducing a disease in 
himself by thinking continually about it. 
They thought so much of it that they forgot 
all about Ireland. 

Mr. CLEARY (F.F., South Mayo)—You 
should not be so hard on meg Cooper. 

The MINISTER—Since Deputy Cooper 
came into the House he has done ten times 
more for this country than the deputy. He 
has not done anything that a Nationalist 
need be ashamed of. 

Mr. CLEARY—He has you in the hollow 
of his hand. (Laughter.) 

The MINISTER—I hope his hand is not as 
hollow as the remarks that have been made. 

Mr. CLEARY—The Masonic hand is never 
hollow, 

The MINISTER said that the Opposition 
talked of saving millions on the machinery of 
the Government. Why did they use such an 
ambiguous phrase? Was it, seriously suggested 
that they could cut dewn the ten and-a-hal 
millions spent on essential services? Yet they 
were told that they could cut down the 
estimates to 124 millions. The Post Office, 
for instance, was looked upon as a business 
concern, and any saving there would be at the 
expense of the rural communities, and not at 
the expense of the cities and towns. 

With regard to the Army and the Civic 
Guard, the criticisms of the Fianna Fail 
deputy was really an attack cn these two 
services, and that was their real solid con- 
tribution to the debate. No attempt was 
made by the Fianna Fail deputies to show 
where the saving could be elifected, and it 
was a matter for the deputies and the people 
of the country to decide whether or not they 
shoyld reduce these two forces. If they were 
reduced and a mistake was made in that 
direction it would be a mistake that would 
cost the country dearly. 


THE ARMY'S PURPOSE. 

The Army was there for one purpose—to 
carry out the wishes of the people. Listen- 
ing to the Fianna Fail members he could not 
make up his mind what they suggested— 
whether to reduce or do away with the Army. 
No small credit was due to the Army and 
Civic Guards for the present normal condi- 
tions, and it wag a great mistake to think 
that without the police force there would be 

rfect order in the country. One would 
ymagine from the speeches of Fianna Fail 
deputies that the Guasde were responsible 
for any disturbance that there was, and 
that if the Guards were not there the law 
would be accepted and obeyed by everyone. 

“Whatever political opinion,” said the 
Minister, “a man may hold, that does not 
entitle him to murder hig neighbour. Merely 
because he has a certain political opinion 
does not entitle him to break the law. That 
seems to be forgotten. There is ordinary 
crime in this country, and there would be 
shore of it only for the Guards, 

‘* There is another kind of crime occasionally 
actuated by political motives. It was not 
merely an attack on the individual in that 
case, but, it is an attack on the State, and 
without the Guards, instead of having. less 
crime, we would have greater crime. The 
Guards are therefor the suppression of 
crime of every kind. 

"“ IMPOSSIBLE "’ 
_ Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) said it was 
impossible for the members of his party to 
state their programme showing the amounts 
by which the estimates could be reduced, but 
the method of doing it had been pointed out. 
There could be a reduction made even by 
the members of the present Ministry of at 
least £3,000,000, if they set out to do it; 
but they could not reduce more than that 
be of the financial agreements that they 


Mr. T. MULLINS (F.F., West Cork), asked 
for a declaration of policy from the Govern- 
ment in connection with the police force and 
the detective division of that force. 

“ We have loyally respected the ‘Cease 
fire’ order,” said the deputy, “and yet the 
Guards are acting in a provocative manner to 
members of our party. Every provocation is 
indulged in towards persons holding Republi- 
can opinions. When a funeral of a man was 
being held im West Cork the Guards came to 
the cemetery. and prevented honours from 
being given to that map. It would seem as 
if the policy is to drive young men again into 
arms. Do Ministers think that by threats 
they are going to kill the spirit of inde- 
pendence in the hearts of the young people of 
this country? If they do they were sadly mis- 
taken.”

ACCEPTED RULE. 

Mr. COSGRAVE, resuming his speech, 
said that he put it in all sincerity that arms 
must not be in the hands of persons unless 
authorised by the State. There could not be, 
nor would not be, order in the country un- 
less that were an accepted rule. Any other 
rule was bound, sooner or later, to have un- 
fortunate and deplorable results. He was 
not at all satisfied that the discussion he had 
listened to would induce people to accept 
that view. 

The police force was not used for provoca- 
tive purposes, and persons had not been in- 
terfered with since 1923 for any act com- 
mitted before that year, An amnesty was 
very generally dispensed, though at the time 
it was taken as an act of weakness on the 
part of the Government.. It had no relation 
to that—none whatever. 

As to remarks about independence, he re- 
minded deputies, especially those who hac 
been in the first and second Dail, that that 
was the first time in their lives that they 
had been asked to consider such consider- 
able sums of money, and that they had now 
much more independence in their repres2nta- 
tive capacity and in their capacity as citi- 
gens.

“ POLITICAL "' PRISONERS. 

Mr, FITZGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, resumed the debate on the motion by 
Mr. P. J. Ruttledge ' that a Select Com- 
mittee be set up with power to review ail 
cases of prisoners who claim that their cases 
arise out of the civil war, or, apart from 
strictly legal considerations, have a political 
aspect, and to recommend to the Executive 
Council the release of such prisoners. '' 

There was no substance, the Minister said, 
in the charge that prisoners were being kept 
in because of their political views, Dealing 
with several specific cases, he said that 
there was one case in which a man was 
sentenced for breaking into the Grand Canal 
Company s premises—an ordinafy case of 
theft. Was an ordinary. thief to go un- 
punished because he was attached to the 
Fianna Fail Party? 

The proposed committee was to be set up 
to review certain cases, presumably to set 
aside verdicts found by juries. No power 
was asked tor to summon witnesses before 
the committee. They did not even ask, as 
most of these motious usuaily did, for power 
to get documents. The Fianna Fail deputies 
were to go into this committee with their 
minds made up. 

The Minister quoted Mr. de Valera’s state- 
ment to the effect that deputies in the Dail 
discussed matters on party lines, and drew 
the conclusion that the Fianna Fail deputies 
on this Committee. which would not hear 
evidence or examine documents, would con- 
sider the cases on party lines and form con- 
clusions to suit their party. What did it 
all work down to, except that Fianna Fail 
deputies had been going round the couniry 
making statements from platforms that there 
were political prisoners in prison ‘who had 
been wrongly sentenced. They had not shown 
that there was any foundation in that charge. 

UNFAIR PROPAGANDA, 
It had been shown that that party had been 
repeatedly making use of as unfair and un- 
true political propaganda as ever had been 
made use of by a political party. The motion 
was a purely face-saving motion, to cover up 
that exposure. The more manly course would 
be to have the moral courage to admit that 
they had been wrong and that the charges 
they made were untrue. But one did not 
expect much moral courage from the party 
opposite. They had been asked again and 
again in the Dail to state what their attitude 
was to political murder. What was their 
attitude to the taking of human life? 
Mr. LEMASS (Fianna Fail, Dublin)}—Does 
the Minister approve of the statement made 
here this morning by the Minister for 
Defence was being a Republican was a justifi- 
cation for murder? 
Mr. BLYTHE—The Minister's statement 
with reference to a prisoner being a Re- 
publican was by way of dealing with the 
question of compensation.

Over 50: ex-officers .of the Royal Innis- 
killing Fusiliers attended the first annual 
reunion diner of the reg'ment at the Shel- 
bourne Hotel, Dublin, Jast night. Yesterday 
was the tenth anniversary of the magnificent 
stand made by sev battalions of the 
regiment, dbring*the We German . push ” 
of 1918, ere wére ex- rá present from 
London and Various parts of Northern Ire- 
land and the Irish Free State. 

The official despateh of Field-Marshal 
Haig, describirig: the German break through 
at St. Quentin, paid the following tribute to 
the officers and men of the Ist Battalion :— 

“Tn this fighting the*action of the Ist 
Battalion, The Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers, 
36th Division, deserves special attention. 
This battalion held a redoubt in the forward 
zone near Fontaine-les-Clercs throughout 
the whole of the first day of the battle, and 
on the following day, after the troops on 
their right had withdrawn in accordance 
with orders, still maintained their position, 
although surrounded by the enemy. After a 
magnificent fight, in which ‘all the enemy's 
attacks were repulsed with great loss, at 
3 p.m. the officer commanding the battalion 
sent back a small party of troops, who suc- 
ceeded in mise through to our lines. The 
remainder of the battalion continued the 
fight to the end.” 

At the dinner Lieutenant:Colone] Lord 
Farnham; D.S.O., Officer Commanding the 
Qnd Battalion, presided, and he had to his 
right and left Lieutenants W. H. E, Cotter 
and J, W. Hayes, two officers of the 
ist Battalion now serving in Belfast.

SHOTS IN THE NIGHT. 


TWO BROTHERS SENT FOR 
TRIAL AT MACROOM, 


The case for the defence was concluded at 
Macroom District Court yesterday in the case 
oí John and Daniel Harrington, brothers, 
Living at Coolavokig, Co. Cork, who were 
charged with conspiring with others not in 
custody to murder Sergeant Baker and Guard 
Maher, Civic Guard, Ballycourney, and with 
shooting at the Guards at Ballymakeera on 
the night of November 26th, 1927, with 
intent to murder. 

Opposing. au application to have the 
accused men returned for trial to the Central 
Criminal Court in Dublin, Mr. T. Lucey, 
solicitor for the defence, said that there was 
not a shred of testimony to support the 
charge of conspiracy and attempt to murder. 
He deprecated the charge, and said that its 
main object was to involve the Harrington 
family in financial ruin by compelling them 
to, make their defence before the Central 
Criminal Court in Dublin. If the accused were 
charged with shooting at the Guards with 
intent to do bodily harm the case could have 
been dealt with á the Judge of the Cork 
Circuit Court at one-fiftieth of the expense. 

According to the evidence for the prosecu- 
tion, Mr. Lucey went on, four men, walking 
abreast, passed the Guards standing at the 
side of the public road three times, and 
when the Guards flashed. a lamp on them 
two shots were fired simultaneously. rhe 
men were said to be undisguised and only a 
few yards from the Guards. If their cbject 
was to murder them they would not pass the 
Guards three times, a if they fired point 
blank at them they could not possibly have 
missed them. If their design was murder 
they would have attempted to carry it out 
from a place of concealment. 

Mr. Lucey reminded the Justice of the 
rumours referred to by several witnesses, that 
the shots were fired as a signal to poachers 
in the river to apprise them of the presence 
of Guards, and this statement, he said, fitted 
in more closely with the circumstances of the 
Case, 

Proceeding, he dealt with the alibi, sup- 
ported by the evidence of sixteen respectable 
witnesses, includin two women Nationa! 
school teachers and two ex-National school 
teachers, whose evidence in not a single case 
had been challenged in the slightest particu- 
lar, and whose simple story showed that 1t 
was impossible for those boys to have been 
at the place of ‘shooting on the night in 
question. He asked the Justice to hold that 
no jury in the world eould convict them of 
the charge preferred against them. 

The Justice said that he would refuse in- 
formations on the charges of conspiring and 
of shooting at with intent to murder, but 
would return the accused for trial on a charge 
of shooting at the Guards with intent to do 
bodily harm. Bails were again accepted for 
the appearance of the accused at the trial.

An Irish Manuscripts Commission. 

Yesterday, in. Dáil ireann, it was 
announced that the Free State Govern- 
‘mént intends to set up an Irish Manu- 
scripts . Commission, which will be 
entrusted. with the publication of Irish 
manuscripts and other documents of 
literary and historical interest to the 
people: of Ireland. It has been estimated 
that the manuscript remeins of Old and 
Middle Irish amount in bulk to about ten 
times the volume of the classical literature 
of Rome. When the unpublished manu- 
scripts of Modern Irish are added, the 
immensity of the field may be gauged. 
The ground, indeed, has been roughly 
surveyed already, and many salient works 
‘have been published; but much of what 
certainly is best can be found only in the 
files of learned journals, and many 
printed works can be examined only in a 
few surviving copies. It is impossible, 
therefore, for the ordinary student to 
acquire a direct conspectus of Irish life 
and thought ‘prior to the midde of the 
seventeenth century. In the history ol 
every country the state of philosophic 
studies is of outstanding importance ; but 
where is the general reader who knows 
anything of the history of speculation in 
Ireland? That the speculative genius of 
Ireland produced, in Erigena, the most 
criginal philosophic mind of the early 
middle ages, is known to all; but did that 
genius lie utterly dormant for nine 
centuries? The Reverend T. Corcoran, 8.J., 
has reminded us in a recent book that in 
the seventeenth century Irish scholarship | 
was the source of a great revival on the 
Continent of Scotistic teaching. What 
were Irishmen thinking and teaching in 
the centuries preceding the prolific seven- 
teenth? The answer lies in manuscripts 
which still await interpreters. 

Juristic manuscripts also abound, and, 
until they are investigated and selections 
from them are published, the social and 
political history of the middle ages in 
Ireland must remain obscure. Publica- 
tion, however, at best, must be slow. The 
court poetry, of which thousands of folios 
survive, throws light from another angle ; 
but when appeals have been made for its 
expedited publication scholars have replied 
that the workers trained for its redaction 
are too few to.admit rapid progress. 
Again, continental archives must be 
searched at every stage if definitive texts 
are to be constructed. ‘These same diffi- 
culties hamper every branch of Irish 
historical research, and we cannot expect 
the promised Commission to give us more 
than a lean ration every year of matter 
newly published from. Irish manuscript. 
On the other hand, under the heading of 
“othér documents of literary and his- 
torical interest,” more speedy progress 
can be made, The books printed by the 
Irish imitators of Bolland, the Gaelic and 
Latin writings of O’ Mulconry, Bonaventure 
“O'Hósey, Hugo Cavellus, Wadding and 
O’Molloy, the works of that later school 
which sprang from Usher and Sir James 
Ware, whom he impelled to archeological 


‘of the general reader, and some of them 
beyond the reach of even the well 
equipped student. Foreign accounts of 
travels in Ireland, again, are a too much 
neglected source of knowledge of the Ivish 
past, and translations ought to be made 
where resources permit. The arrears of 
centuries in the printing of Irish records 
must be overtaken; and, since manu- 
scripts are as important as monuments, 
it. is fitting that the State should facilitate 


the work.

Germany’s Land War. 


Memories of old: Land League days in 
Ireland are recalled by a report of serious 
agrarian trouble which comes from the 
Rimptsch district of German Silesia. 
Germany’s farmers seem to be in a very 
bad way. Farming land is mortgaged to 
the extent of about sixty -marks per 
hectare, and, according to the Minister 
for Agriculture in Berlin, pig-keeping in 
the Reich is being conducted at a monthly 
loss to the farmers of some 60,000,000 
marks. In these circumstances the pay- 
ment of taxes is difficult, and the farmers 
‘of Silesia have organised themselves into 
a Land League, and propose to defy the 
tax-collector. Thic League seems to 
have become highly popular among 
the people, and last week, when the 
authorities executed a garnishee order 
on a farmers stock and attempted 
to put the animals up to auction, a scene 
was witnessed which rivalled the most 
exciting incidents of the land war in this 
country. The auctioneer made a valiant 
effort to perform his duty; but about 
1,000 peasants who had gathered from all 
parts of the district on foot; on horse- 
back, in carts, and even ip motor cars, 
refused to allow the auction: to be held 
and adopted what would have been termed 
in Ireland “a thteateniiig atiitude.’’ 
Reinforcements weré called. by telephone, 
and motor lorries arrived from Breslau 
with large numbers of armed police. At 
first an attempt was made to disperse the 
crowd with rubber batons; but the 
peasants treated the: police with contempt 
“until finally machine guns were produced.

March Weather. 

The weather prophets, whose nightly 
jeremiads have become such a feature of 
thé “‘ wireless’ programmes, mmst be en- 
joying themselves thoroughly in these 
days. Night after night one hears the same 
f re rain, wihds rising to a 
gale, and éjually depressing excerpts from 
the litany of meteorological gloom. ~The 
prophets have an easy task at present ; 
for the weather is consistently bad. March 
came in like the traditional lion, but its 
early days gave promise of improvement, 
which quickly was thwarted by the Arctic 
snowstorm, of some. ten days ago. For 
nearly a week Dublin. was in the 
grip of heavy snows. Then came the 
thaw, and with it the shy beginnings of 
a balmy spring; but once more the 
elements flattered to deceive. St. Patrick's 
Davy gave the holiday-makers a whole- 
hearted .dretching, and during the last 
five days rain has fallen alnost con 
tinuously. As we write it is still falling. 
To-day’s forecast announces, with a kind 
of unctuous complacency, that “a 
secondary trough of low pressure, 
associated with a deep depression,’’ 's on 
the way to our shceres. It adds, however— 
rather reluctantly, one feels—that in 
Ireland mainly fair weather is expected. 
We have heard that story before. The 
prophets are determined to have it both 
ways. If it should happen to be fine, 
they will point with pride to their cheer- 
ful rider; if,-as is far more likely, the 
rain should continue, they always can fall 
. back on their “secondary trough.” March s 
climatic vagaries have an aspect 
which is causing some concern to the 
farmers. Agricultural operations are 
being impeded by the incessant rain 
throughout the country, and, unless 
matters improve in the near future, the 
harvest will be affected. The end of the 
month is not far off, however, and we 
read that King Amanullah flew over 
London yesterday in bright sunshine. 
Possibly we are on the eve of. a burst of 
springtime, but in the meanwhile it is 
raining.

MISHAP TO PRINCE OF

QUESTIONS’ IN DAIL. 


EFFECT OF WIGG-COCHRANE 
JUDGMENT. 


Answering a question by Mr. Alfred Byrne 
(Ind., North Dublin) in the Dail yesterday, 
Mr. BLYTHE said that-the number of civil 
servants who retired in consequence of the 
change of Government effected by the Treaty 
was 978—i.e., 837 males and 141 females. The 
number {including petty sessions clerks, resi- 
dent magistrates, Crown solicitors, Court 
officials, etc.) who have been discharged from 
office with compensation under Article X. was 

i.e., 484 men and 46 women. 

Compensation, if awarded in those cases in 
accordance with the opinions expressed by the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council in 
the wigg and Cochrane case, would entail an 
immediate expenditure of £48,000, In ad- 
dition the annual compensation charges 
would be increased. It had not been possible 
in the time ayailable for preparation of this 
reply to apportion the increased charge 
among the classes referred to. 

The number of pending applications to re- 
tire in consequetice of the change of Govern- 
ment received prior to the 23rd February. 
1928, was 201, including 261 men and 
women. The compénsation charge in respect 
of those retirements could not be assessed 

nding a determination of the applications.

WIRELESS STATIONS.

Mr. HEFFERNAN, Parliamentary Seere- 
tary for Posts and Telegraphs, said that the 
Convention with the British Government in 
respect of sub-marine cables and _ wireless 
stations for communication with places out- 
side Ireland provided for in the annex to the 
Treaty had not yet been made. Negotiations 
had not yet taken place either with the 
British Government or with any telegraph 
company regarding wiieless stations. 


TOURISTS’ GUN LICENCES. 

Mr. A. HASLETT (Indpt., Monaghan) 
asked the Minister for Justice if the fees for 
gun licences prevented a number of tourists 
rom visiting the Free State, and if the 
Minister would consider the advisability sí 
introducing temporary licences to encourage 
Sporting tounéts to come to the Free State. 

The MINISTER for JUSTICE said that he 
had no evidence that any appreciable number 
of tourists had been deterred from visiting the 
Saorstat because of the amount payable for 
& firearm certificate. The present system, 
introduced hy the Firearms Act, 1925, and 
the Finance Act, 1925, whereby a full licenve 
for a gun could. be obtained for £2 with the 
right to shoot,‘ game,’ was adopted after’ fall 
consideration, and is ati improvement on the 
old system.

merce,’’ adds the report, “ relies on the 
high legal opinion that these cases come 
within the Act and that the assets taken 
over are good value for the sum paid. 
Regarding the latter point, the Minister 
has been advised that these assets are 
good value, but it must be taken into 
account that they are valued as part of a 
going concern. The guarantee given by 
the Minister placed the concerns in better 
financial circumstances, but notwithstand- 
ing the guarantees it appears to this 
(Committee that the security for the repay- 
inent of the loans has decreased. 


“TO KEEP GOING.” 

“The Comptroller and Auditor-General 
takes the view that even if the transac- 
tions are within the Act, the giving of 
guarantees in such circumstances is not: 
desirable, as the firm# were on the verge 
of closing down, they had no credit, and’ 
the proceeds were mainly used to pay 
debts which they could not otherwise 
meet. The main purpose of Section 1 of 
the Act was to guarantee loans for the 
carrying out of capital undertakings. In 
effect, the section has been used to assist 
existing firms by the simple process of 
reconstruction to keep going. This, in the 
opinion of the Committee, was not the 
intention of Section 1 of the 1924 Act. 

“If loans are guaranteed on this basis 
the Act would be used mainly to enable 
firms in need of. money to obtain credit by 
merely amalgamating or reconstructing. 
The Committee deprecates the Act being 
used in tnis way. 

“ This Committee requests the Comp- 
troller and Auditor-General to report 
duture similar cases, 1t any.”

SPEED “ RECORD.” 


BRITISH AIR MINISTRY'S 
DECISION. - 

The British Air Ministry will make 
another attempt to break the. world’s air 
speed record, which is now held in Italy, 
during the next ¢wo months. 

The effort will be made at Calshot, 
Southampton Water, and the machine to 
be used will be another Supermarine 
Napier 85, a racing seaplane of the type 
which recently attained a speed of 330 
miles per hour. “There are two of these 
machines now in existence, 

No statement can yet be made as to the 
choice of pilot. 
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effort to locate a place where they believe 
a number of revolvers are concealed, 
During their investigations they dis- 
covered that revolvers were being ‘con- 
veyed in vans from some place in. the 
North of London to the other side of the 
river. :

FLAWS IN THE ACT. 


Flaws in the Firearms Act are also 

regarded by the police as encouraging 
people to infringe. the regulations regard: 
ing the possession of small arms. 
_ At present the penalties which can be 
inflicted for the unlawful possession of 
firearms are not a sufficient deterrent, and 
the police view is that, if the importation 
of smal] arms into Great Britain is to be 
prevented or reduced to a reasonable 
scale, the law as it at present exists 
should be supplemented by more stringent 
measures. 

It is understood that efforts are being 
made to bring before Parliament a bill 
with this object in view. 


TO AMEND THE FIREARMS ACT. 


Mr. J. H. Hayes, Labour M.P. for Edg- 
hill, Liverpool, will ask leave, in the 
House of Commons next Wednesday, 
under the ten minutes rule, to introduce a 
bill amending Section 12 of the Firearms 
Act, 1920, in respect of the definition of 
the term “ firearm.”’ 

The object of the bill is to make it im- 
possible for a smooth bore revolver; or a 
toy revolver, which is capable of conver- 
sion into a lethal weapon, to escape the 
licence and registration provisions of the 
Firearms Act. : 

At present this convertible weapon is 
not subject to the Firearms Act unless it 
has been turned into a lethal weapon, con- 
version being a simple operation in the 
boring of the barre! and chambers. 

The proposed change in the definition 
will not interfere with the sporting gun 
and the rifles used by rifle clubs. 
Members of all parties are among tle 
backers of the bill.

FLIGHT OVEE LONDON. 

King Armhanullah, who is now ona visit 
to England, Was had many strange experi- 
ences since he arrived in London last 
week. He has the distinction of being the 
only reigning monarch who has gone down 
in a submarine at sea, or who has flown 
over London in an aeroplane. . 

The King has spent an exceedingly busy 
time during his visit. He has reviewed 
troops, visited battleships, interested him- 
self in the interior of a tank, and yester- 
day, after his flight over London, he went 
down to Swindon, where he boarded one 
of the most powerful engines now in Great 


Britain. 
IN THE AIR. 


Yesterday morning he made the flight 
over London in one of the biggest of the 
Imperial Airways fleet’ of liners. King 
Amanullah sat in the front seat of the 
long saloon en pale blue easy chairs. 
Everybody else put the usual cotton wool 
in their ears to drown the roar of the 
three engines, but the King waived all 
such precautions aside, and put on the 
éar-’phones instead, so that he could hear 
the pilot sending messages to Croydon and 
also the answers from the aerodrome. 

At the back of the liner there was a 
buffet, but King Amanullah was far too 
busy making the most of his flight to take 
any refreshments.. With a shriek of 
engines the machine dashed across the 
aerodrome and was off. 

From time to time the King left his 
seat on the right-hand side of the cabin 
to peer out of the opposite window. He 
stood up, put on the ear-’phones, and 
then laughingly motioned to a ‘photo 
grapher to snap him. 


100 MILES AN HOUR. 

He peered intently out of- the window 
and called for a pair. of field ramen 
Then glittering in the sun, the Crystal 
Palace, with its encircling gardens, came 
into view, and the King crossed the saloon 
to see it. With an tus. oir Ed of delight, 
the King later pointed out Buckingham 
Palace. 

Surrounded by spacious lawns, the 
Palace looked extraordinarily diminutive 
from a height of 2,500 feet. The machine 
followed the course of the Thames, soared 
over St. Paul's, and went on over the 
crowded streets of the city, until the 
Tower of London was reached. 

When the aeroplane landed, King 
Amanullah stepped lightly out, obviously 
sorry that the trip was over. It had 
lasted over half an hour. “I thoroughly 
enjoyed ‘the trip and found it most in- 
teresting,’* the King said. | 

The air liner in which King Amanullah 
flew reached, a speed of about 100 miles 
per hour. 


| ON AN ENGINE. 

King Amanullah made his first 
acquaintance with industrial England at 
Swindon in the afternoon, when he boarded 
the footplate of one of the most remark- 
able engines in Great Britain at the works 
of the Great Western Railway. The 
engine was the giant “ King Charles the 
Second,” which is capable of a speed of 
100 miles per hour. 

Mounting the footplate, the Afghan 
Monarch manipulated the controls, re- 
marking: “Why, it is easier to drive 
than a motor ‘car.” He was frankly in- 
credulous when told that aye Stephen- 
son’s “North Star,” which looked like 
the giant engine’s tool-box, was built only 
ninety years ago,

SOVIET ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT. 


SCIENTISTS’ “ BOLD 
INITLATIVE,” 


From ‘‘ Tac Times ’’ COnRESPONDENT. 


RIGA, Wednesday. 

Thirty-seven of the leading scientists, 
aa and engineers in the Soviet 
Jnion have presented a memorandum to 
Rykoff, Chairman of the Union Council of 
People’s Commissars, in which they call 
attention to the weaknesses of the Soviet 
industrial organisation, criticising the 
official five-year programme of economic 
development, and put forward their. own 
suggestions to improve the economic 
situation. 

It is argued in the memorandum that 
the Soviet Goyernment’s programme én- 
tirely ignores the facts of scientific 
research. The scientists’ proposals cover 
the metallurgical, transport, . mining, 
machine, textile, rubber and leather in- 
dustries, and even agriculture. 

They point out that the suggested de- 
velopment is possible only if the authori- 
ties establish scientific work om a more 
serious basis both within and ontside the 
technical schools, and only if coustant in- 
tercourse is maintained with the Western 
scientific world. In this connection they 
urge the removal of the difficulties in 
visiting Western countries, and inviting 
Western scientists to come to the Soviet 
Union. 

Exactly what all this means it is 
difficult to say, but the authorities 
officially describe the memorandum as an 
event of the ‘first importance, and the 
whole machinery of the Government and 
the Communist Party has been set in 
motion to give the “ professors’ bold 
initiative ” the greatest publicity, just as 
if they had shown extraordinary valour 
in thus approaching the Government. . 
' They have, indeed, if their action is 
really spontaneous; but the ceremonious- 
ness with’ which the presentation of the 
memorandum was attended suggests that 
the affair was staged by a section, or the 
whole, of. the central management of the 
Communist Party.

The accused was 
employed by Mr. and Mrs. Flynn as a 
general servant, and the case against her, 
as put forward by the State, was that she 
drowned the children’ in revenge for Mrs. 
Flynn’s complaint about her conduct with 
some boys. 

The prisoner, the daughter of a 
labourer, was arrested on the 14th Novem- 
ber last, her fifteenth birthday. As on 
the opening. day of the trial, she was 
quite collected in the dock and followed 
the evidence attentively.

In the course of further answers to Mr. 
Lavery, he gave details of the nature of the 
fences to the field continually referred to in 
the case. In July last there was a crop of 
high- ng oate in the field. At one place 
the field could be entered over the stump of 
an ash tree that had been cut down a few 
months before. On the roadside the distance 
of the top of the stump from the level of the 
road was 2} feet, and there was on the other 
side a slope of five feet to the field. 

He also gave detailed particulars of the 
nature of the bank of the stream where Philo. 
mens was drowned. A person going to the 
stream by the oats field would have to get 
through a fence of two strands of barbed 
wire. There was a fairly thick growth of 
furze bushes on the bank of the river. He 
would say that it would be impossible for a 
very young child to get through the furze. 
On August 22 he was in the house all day 
because it was rainjng. At about 6.25 he 
was reading in the parlour, and on looki 
through the window he saw Mary Cole wit 
@ bucket in her hand cross the front yard in 
the direction of the field on the other side 
of the road. When she got to the road she 
turned round completely, and looked up the 
road in the direction of Phelan’s house. She 
stood looking for a short time, and then pro- 
ceeded down the road. He took it that she 
was going to feed the calf. He remained in 
the parlour until he saw her bring in the cow 
from the field.

THE BODY IN THE RIVER, 

Continuing, he stated that he remained in 
the parlour until he heard Kate Murray, the 
other servant, aty that Maureén was missing.

He himself found 
the child lying in the stream with her face 
in the water where it was ¢ight to nine 
inches deep. Her face was red, there was 
froth in her mouth, and she a red to be 
dead.

Y OF GHOSTS. 

Kate Tobin, a young girl and an acquaint- 
ance of the accused, gave evidence of con:

subsequent to the drowning of the children. 
One of the statements made by her was that 
when there was an outbreak of fire at Mr. 
Flynn's house she saw a brush going out 
through the window; and she also said that 
ghosts had taken the milk. 

Mr. Carrigan—Did she tell you anything 
about how Philomena came to be drowned '— 
She told me that when she was going for 
the cow she left Philomena playing with the 
other children in the parlour. 

Did she describe the disappearance of 
Maureen !/—She told me that Maureen wanted 
to accompany her when she went for the 
cow, but she would not take her because 
thé little girl was too fond of ma tales.

Did she tell you anything about Mrs. 
Flynn ?—She said that Mra. Flynn was a hard 
woman, to take away from her the costume 
that she had given her.

Flynn had brought the priest on her twice 
she had two inquests in the house afterwards. 

Did she say anything about insurance ’—

Did she say anything about any purchase 
by the Flynns!—I said that I heard that Mrs.

In cross-examination, she stated that she is 
now in the service of Mr. and Mrs. Fiynn 
in their new home in Tipperary, and she had 
discussed the case with them frequently. -

FINANCE MINISTER’S APPEAL. 
F JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
tat eth On AND Mn JuSTiCN 
MURNAGHAN, 

The hearing was concluded of the appeal! 
by the defendant in the case of Murray and 
others v. Minister for Finance from a 
unanimous judgment of Mr. Justice Johnston 
and Mr. Justice Hanna in the High Court 
in favour of the plaintiffs reversing the dect- 
sion of Circuit Judge Pigot dismissing the 
plaintiffs’ action, brought to recover repay- 
ment of £90 odd, the amount of poor rate 
paid by them, under a lease as lessees, in 
respect of the Whitworth Hospital, Dublin, 
demised as land, houses, buildings and 
premises. ‘he appeal was chiefly based on 
the ground that the Judges in the High 
Court were wrong in law in finding that 
the plaintiffs were entitled to recover the 
sums respectively claimed by them in the 
action. 

Mr, Battersby, K.C.. Mr. Henry, K.C., and 
Miss Deverill (instructed by Messrs. Roger 
Greene and Son) appeared for the appellant; 
and Mr. M, Maguire, K.C., and Mr. George 
Moonan (instructed by Mr, C. J. Murray) for 
the respondents. 

In support of the appeal it was submitted 
that the sums, amounting to £90 lls. 6d., 
having been paid under a mistake of law, 
could not be recovered, and, further, that the 
clause as to charges and impositions referred 
only to duties chargeable directly upon the 
remises, and did not include a personal 
iability, such as r rate, which in this case 
was payable by the lessors. personally. 

For the respondents it was contended that 

the money was recoverable, as it had been 
paid under compulsion of law and not under 
mistake. The clause, it was argued, was not 
limited to duties chargeable upon the premises, 
but was extended to all charges in respect of 
them, and the exclusion of the Jandlord’s 
proportion of -income tax, which was itself a 
personal liability, negatived such a limitation 
of the clause. 
In the course of the arguments the question 
of the amendment ‘of the pleadings arose, ‘and 
Mr. Maguire, K.C., for the respondents, 
applied for leave to amend the pleadings,sas a 
mistake of law was alleged, and it had been 
stated on the other side that there had been 
no cause of action disclosed on the civil bill. 

In reply to the Chief Justice, he said that 
the amended pleading in the action would be 
“for moeny paid.’’ 

Mr. Henry, K.C., for the appellants, denied 
that he had stated there was no cause of 
action disclosed on the civil bill. What he 
said was that there was no cause of action 
disclosed in the case. 

The Court reserved judgment, Mr. Maguire, 
K.C., stating that he would hand in his pro- 
posed amendmént of the pleadings, which, the 
Chief Justice said, would be submitted to 
Mr. Battersby, K.v.

APPEAL IN COPYRIGHT ACTION. 
(GEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITIGIBBON a MR. JUSTICE 

NAGHAN.) 

An appeal by the defendants in the case of 
the Performing Right Society, Ltd., v. Bray 
Urban District Council was opened from the 
judgment of Mr, Justice Johnston in favour 
of the plaintitis i the action, which 
arose out of a brass band  perform- 
ance which took place on the llth of 
August, 1926, on the Pavilion at Bray, when 
the programme included a waltz from the 
operetta, “ Venus on Earth,’ by Herr Paul 
Lincke, and a selection from the opera, 
‘Lilac Time,” by Herr George Clutsen. 

The action had been brought by the plain- 
tiff company, claiming to have the exclusive 
copyright of performance in these works, for 
an injunction restraining the defendants from 
permitting their brass band to be used for 
the performance in public of these works, 
and for damages. 

The defence was a general denial of the 
cause of action, the defendants particularly 
denying that the pluintiffs were entitled to 
any such copyright as they claimed within 
the territorial limit of the Free State. 

Mr. Justice Johnston granted the injunc- 
tion sought, holding that the plaintiffs were 
entitled to the copyright claimed in the 
works. 

The appeal was based on several grounds— 
amongst others. that the judgment was 
wrong in law; that the faets and evidence 
adduced at the trial and the documents pro- 
duced at it entitled the defendants to have 
the plaintiffs’ action dismissed with costs, 
and that the learned judge was wrong in 
holding that plaintiffs were entitled to any 
copyright within the territorial limits and 
jurisdiction of the Irish Free State.

Mr. Justice Hanna, givin nt, said 
that the action was brou ht originally on 
foot of a contract dated 23rd November, 1921, 
whereby Mr. Mortimer, on behalf of the de- 
fendant, Mr. Wilson, agreed to buy from 
the plaintiffs their shares in the Ivy Weaving 
Co., and also undertook to arrange for the 
release of the plaintiffs from their guarantee 
to the Belfast Banking Co. After prolonged 
litigation, judgment had been given against 
Mr. Wilson, and a direction made that damages 
should be assessed, and by consent of the 
parties the matter had come before him. In 
the order of the Supreme Court considerable 
assistance was given to him as to the 
principle to be applied, and in fact he must 
apply, by direction of the Supreme Court the 
principle which was laid down in the order. 
As regards the sale of the shares, the first 
matter that had to be determined was the 
date of the breach of the contract. He would 
be inclined to fix the 15th March as the date 
of the breach of the contract. Having the 
date of the contract fixed and the date of the 
breach fixed, it was clear, as indicated by 
the order of the Supreme Court, that the 
measure of damages in respect of the refusal 
of Mr. Wilson to take delivery of the shares 
was the difference between the contract price 
on the 25rd November, 1921, and the value 
of the shares on the date of the breach. 
Dealing with the question of the value of 
the shares Mr. Justice Hanna said that he 
thought it was obvious that the shares had 
a special value for Mr. Wilson, and also 
that they had an intrinsic value, Having 
regard to all the evidence, he thought that 
the value of the shaves should be fixed at the 
date of the breach, at 5s. each. As regards 
the release of the guarantee he held that the 
laintifis were entitled to the sums they 
had actually paid on foot of the guarantee 
under pressure from the bank. In Mr. 
Matthew's case he would be allowed 15s. per 
share on 535 shares, amounting to £399 15s., 
and he would be also allowed £10,500 paid 
upon his guarantee, and judgment would be 
given in his favour for £10, 15s. In the 
case of Mr. Archer, another plaintiff, he 
would be allowed damages of 15s. per share 
on 535 shares, that was. £399 15s., and he 
would be also allowed £2,000 paid on foot 
of the guarantee, and judgment would be 
entered for him dor the sum of £2,399 15s.

_.. SEASONABLE HINTS. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
frith Times, the Poultry 
Correspondent says :'— 

It is too soon yet to leave coops open at 
night, as frosts often occut sudden y; but 
when there is a mild morning and no 
frost on the ground the sooner they aro 
let out the better. Our own plan is to 
give a drink of warm milk and a feed of 
biscuit meal, moistened with hot water, 
the first thing in the morning. We have 
before advised to have a coveted wire 
run arotind each coop, Where they can 
be confined if need be. This first feed 
may be eo in the run, ahd after it 
they wil likely return to the mother. 
Then take away what remains of the food 
and milk, and open the run, so that they 
can run out when they like, but not if 
there is frost.
